And His Maieſtie doth ſtraitiy charge and command His owne lwoꝛne Lockſmith to make 
no Locks oꝛ Keys of any ofthoſeParks, without ſpeciall. warrant to be giuen him vnder the 
hand ok the pꝛintipall Commander of the lame Parke ; foz which it is to bee made: And that 


no Locke o: Key be made of any other of His Maieſties Parkes whatloeuer, either by His Ma⸗ 


ieſties Lockſmith, oꝛ any other, without like ſpeciall warrant of ihe pzincipatl 9
